New York, Sept. 30. -The demonstra- 
tion that greeted William Jennings 
Bryan last night in this .-it j- was most 
remarkable in its character. Blockaded 
streets, crowded auditorium, besieged 
speaking stands and crowds that d. lied 
the energy of the police In their stability 
are some of the features. Tammany 
Hall, that had made the arrangement* 
for the welcome and reception, outdid 
itself in the doing. Tammany is noted 
for enthusiastic assemblages and last 
night within the big assembly hall the 
members tore the air with shouts of 
approval of the candidates, of the Amer- 
can Hag and of every comment that 
savored either of patriotism or loyalty to 



one huge wave of the stars and Btriprs. 
So, too, Tammany is cosmopolitan, and 
on the several stands there waved with 
the predominant ''Star Spangled Ban- 
ner" the flag of Italy, of Iieland, of 
Germany, and the Union Jack of Eng- 
land. 

When Leader John C. Sheehan of 
Tammany issued an invilation to the 
general public to be preeent at the out- 
of-door gatherings, be probably little 
expected the vast crowds that made 
two-thirds of Union Square, two blocks 
of fourteenth street in front of Tammany 
Hall, the Pleza and Fourth avenue ab- 
solutely impassable. As early as 7 
o'clock Tammany Hall was jammed to 
the doors, and the police were wrestling 
with the thousands outside who were 
demanding admission which, when they 
did not get it, drove them to the various 
stands erected al vantage points within 
the space of six blocks of Tammany.

The Circulation of Money 

Mr. W. J. Simpson, writing from 
nell, N. C, sends this n-uuest: 

'•l or the information of many of your 
readers, please state in the next issue 
your paper how money lirst start* ft 
ti e mints on its mission of circulate 

Whin the mints are opened to 
coinage of gold or silver on private 
count— that is to say, when there is free 
coinage— the ore that is mined is refined 
and carried to the mint for coinage. 
The ore of a money metal is not availa- 
ble as money until it has been turned in. 
to dollars, given the legal tender quality 
and stamped by the 
when created into money it takes the 
shape of dollars. 

When bullion owners receives his 
dollars he may hoard then (| 
now hoarded; if they are more valuable 
labia than any article they will buy 
iu the market; but uuder ordinary cir- 
cumstances he invests them in some 
b tiaine**, or loans them to some enter- 
prising person, or pays adebt with them. 
In this way they enter into circulation. 

But when the government emits bills 
of credit, or coins money on its own ac- 
count- such as the silver dollars created 
under the Bland and Sherman acts— the 
process la somew hat diflvrent. The gov- 
ernment gets the money thus created 
into circulation by using it to pay cur- 
rent expenses, such as salaries of offi- 
cial*, pension* and appropriation*. The 
subsidiary coin*- halves, quarter* and 
dimes get into circulation by reason of 
th« demand that there 1* for small 
change. The bank* exchange note* for 
subsidiary coin* and pay theui out in re- 
sponse to business demand* for them. 

Under free coinage, individual* put 
the money In circulation.
